It  was  the  one  hundred  and  twenty 
third  meeting  between  the  rival  teams 
and  it  was  to  be  the  final  game  in  the 
seventy-four-year-old  Taylor  Stadium. 
The  teams  were  well  matched:  both 
had  had  inconsistent  and  disappointing 
seasons.  Although  the  victors  of  this 
match  could  not  even  claim  a  winning 
season,  they  could  claim  second  place 
in  the  Colonial  League. 

The  weather  was  a  spectator's  night- 
mare—17  degrees  below  zero  with  the 
wind  chill  factor.  Many  escaped  the 
frigid  weather  and  watched  the  game 
on  television  in  the  warmth  of  their 
homes  or  at  Bloomer's.  Others  resorted 
to  tailgating  to  keep  their  minds  off  the 
cold,  although  their  frostbitten  fingers, 
incapable  of  holding  their  beer  cups, 
were  a  constant  reminder  of  the  sub- 
zero temperatures.

The  faithful  Lehigh  fans  who  braved 
the  freezing  weather  were  rewarded 
by  the  Engineers'  17-10  victory  over 
the  Leopards.  Lafayette,  however,  still 
leads  the  overall  rivalry  with  a  67-51-5 
record. 

The  fans  were  eager  to  take  home  a 
piece  of  the  tradition  which  had  come 
to  an  end.  Demolition  of  Taylor  Stadi- 
um was  scheduled  to  begin  the  Mon- 
day after  the  game  but  began  prema- 
turely during  the  closing  moments  of 
play.  Students  and  alumni  stripped  the 
structure  of  its  doors,  bleachers,  turf, 
and  anything  else  that  could  be  loos- 
ened. The  '5'  from  the  fifty  yard  line 
was  dug  up  from  the  turf  while  others 
knocked  off  the  LEHIGH  letters  from 
the  press  box.  Some  dedicated  alumni 
took  home  the  seats  they  had  occupied 
for  every  home  game  since  their  gradu- 
ation. For  a  few,  this  had  been  over  fifty 
years  of  devotion  to  their  alma  mater.

.  .  .  The  greatest  improvement, 
however  is  the  new  concrete  stadi- 
um which,  when  completed  as  now 
projected,  will  cost  about  $90,000. 
Built  entirely  of  concrete  highly  re- 
inforced (the  bleacher  sections)  will 
represent  the  greatest  degree  of 
safety,  durability,  and  architectural 
designing.  The  rows  of  seats  extend 
from  the  bottom  to  the  level  of  the 
automobile  parking  space.  This 
space,  to  be  used  for  the  disposal  of 
carriages  and  automobiles  during 
the  game,  is  bounded  on  one  side  by 
the  stadium  sections  and  on  the  oth- 
er by  the  upper  field  embankment. 
The  driveway  leading  to  the  parking 
space  passes  through  the  gymnasium 
by  an  arched  entrance.  Below  on  the 
main  field  the  gridiron,  and  lacrosse 
and  baseball  fields  are  to  be  situated. 
Inspite  of  the  fact  that  the  field  is 
fairly  well  leveled  it  will  be  regraded 
to  eliminate  the  inconvience  of 
mudholes  which  hitherto  have  in- 
convenienced the  football  squad. 

.  .  .  (It)  will  be  one  of  the  most 
complete  and  modern  instituions 
that  are  present  in  American  col- 
leges today.  Charles  P.  Taylor,  to 


whom  Lehigh  men  are  indebted  so 
greatly,  spared  no  thought  of  ex- 
pense in  his  donation  toward  giving 
us  a  gymnasium  which  will  more 
than  meet  the  needs  of  our  athletes 
for  many  years  to  come.  The  situa- 
tion of  the  field  on  the  slope  of  the 
mountain  with  pleasing  architecture 
of  the  gymnasium  and  excellent  lay- 
out of  the  stadium  and  field  in  gen- 
eral will  be  a  spot  that  will  make  all  of 
us  proud  of  being  Lehigh  men  and 
happy  in  the  thought  of  being  able 
to  make  use  of  it. 

.  .  .  Our  whole  athletic  plant  en- 
ables us  to  hold  our  heads  pretty 
high  when  we  talk  with  fellows  in 
other  college  families. 

But  above  all,  Mr.  Taylor,  we  thank 
you  because  we  know  the  spirit  in 
which  your  gift  was  made.  It's  fine  to 
see  that  our  big  brother  hasn't  been 
spoiled  by  success,  that  he  shows 
there  are  lots  better  things  than 
mere  money.

The  Brown  and  White 
September  26,  1913 


This  past  year  saw  an  end  to  one  of 
the  nation's  oldest  stadiums  and  the 
beginning  of  a  new  facility  which 
should  prove  to  be  a  first  class  addition 
to  Lehigh's  extensive  complex  of  ath- 
letic facilities  at  the  500-acre  Murray  H. 
Goodman  Campus. 

After  74  seasons,  Lehigh  played  its 
final  game  in  Taylor  Stadium  this  past 
fail  when  the  Engineers  met  the  Leop- 
ards at  the  123rd  Lehigh-Lafayette  con- 
frontation. Taylor  Stadium,  which  had 
been  one  of  the  best  places  to  watch 
college  football,  is  being  replaced  to 
allow  a  new  business  center  and  a  per- 
forming arts  facility  to  be  built  on  lower 
campus. 

Although  we  look  forward  to  the 
new  complex,  the  story  of  Taylor  Stadi- 
um contains  a  lot  of  history.  It  is  the 
saga  of  the  great  players  and  coaches 
who  have  led  Lehigh  teams  to  446  grid- 
iron victories,  the  eighth-highest  total 
among  the  nation's  80-odd  Division  I- 
AA  teams. 

The  stadium  was  officially  dedicated 
October  17th,  1914,  and  the  Engineers 
lost  no  time  in  establishing  a  "home 
field  advantage"  at  the  new  facility, 
winning  the  dedication-day  game,  24- 
20  over  Carnegie  Tech. 

Among  Lehigh's  biggest  wins  ever  at 
Taylor  or  anywhere  else,  was  a  78-0 
thrashing  of  Lafayette  in  1917.  This  still 
stands  as  the  largest  margin  of  victory 
for  the  Engineers  over  the  Leopards  in 
the  123-game  history  of  the  most- 
played  rivalry  in  college  football. 


Taylor  Stadium 
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^  Passing  The  Tradition 


Lehigh  scored  another  devastating 
win,  48-0,  at  Taylor  over  the  archrivals 
from  Easton  in  1935. 

With  Bill  Leckonby's  guidance,  the 
Engineers  forged  a  perfect  9-0  record 
in  1950  and  reached  milestone  victory 
No.  300  over  Gettysburg  (26-7)  on 
opening  day  of  the  1956  campaign.  Le- 
high won  more  games  under  Leckonby 
than  under  any  other  coach;  upon  his 
retirement  in  1961  his  record  was  85- 
53-5. 

The  1971  season,  the  first  winning 
campaign  in  a  decade  (8-3),  was  one  of 
record-setting  performances.  Senior 
fullback  Jack  Rizzo  gained  313  yards 
and  scored  four  touchdowns  to  lead 
Lehigh  to  a  48-19  victory  over  Lafayette 
at  Taylor.  The  game  capped  a  great  year 
for  Rizzo,  who  rushed  for  1143  yards 
and  19  touchdowns,  and  scoring  21  to- 
tal TD's  and  129  points,  all  still  Lehigh 
records. 

Lehigh  won  the  NCAA  Division  II  na- 
tional championship  in  1977  under 
Coach  John  Whitehead,  capturing  all 
six  home  games,  including  milestone 
victory  No.  400  over  C.W.  Post.  White- 
head was  Lehigh's  "winningest  coach," 
with  75  victories  in  10  seasons. 

A  new  era  began  in  1986  with  Hank 
Small  as  the  new  head  coach  and  will 
continue  as  the  tradition  is  passed  over 
the  mountain  to  the  new  Murray  H. 
Goodman  Stadium. 

A  football  was  ceremoniously  passed 
from  Taylor  Stadium  along  a  three  mile 
route  through  Lower  Campus,  the  Hill 
and  the  Mountaintop  Campus  to  the 
site  of  the  new  stadium.  In  its  dramatic 
location  near  the  almost  completed 
missing  link  of  Interstate  78  Lehigh's 
new  stadium  will  serve  as  a  symbol  of 
the  university's  unflagging  commit- 
ment to  intercollegiate  athletics  and  to 
quality  and  excellence  in  all  areas  of 
endeavor. 

Targeted  to  open  for  the  1988  sea- 
son, the  Murray  H.  Goodman  Stadium 
will  be  built  in  a  natural  bowl  in  Saucon 
Valley  adjacent  to  the  Stabler  Athletic 
and  Convocation  Center,  Philip  Rauch 
Field  House,  and  the  Robert  A.  Kauf- 
man Fields. 

Serving  as  a  backdrop  to  the  oval- 
shaped  facility  will  be  South  Mountain, 
ablaze  with  the  colors  of  autumn  fo- 
liage. The  entire  setting  promises  to  be 
one  of  the  most  spectacular  of  any  sta- 
dium anywhere. 

The  stadium's  design  will  provide 
seating  for  12,400  spectators  however 
additons  are  planned  to  bring  the  stadi- 
um's seating  capacity  up  to  20,000  in 
the  future. 

The  stadium's  entrance  will  be  at  its 
south  end,  the  end  nearest  Goodman 
Drive,  the  main  artery  of  the  Goodman 
Campus.  Walkways  will  lead  from  an 
open  plaza  to  the  grandstand  and  fans 
will  descend  or  ascend  to  their  seats. 

Atop  the  west  grandstand  will  be  a 
two-level  structure  housing  a  press  box 
and  a  complex  of  "sky  boxes."  The

'  A  Look  Into  The  Future 
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press  box  will  be  configured  to  provide 
the  best  possible  working  conditions 
for  members  of  the  media  in  their  cov- 
erage of  Lehigh  sports.  The  facility  is 
designed  with  special  consideration  to 
the  needs  of  television,  in  order  to 
maximize  opportunities  for  exposure 
for  the  University  through  TV. 

A  spacious  new  field  house  will  be 
located  at  the  north  end  of  the  stadi- 
um. The  facility  will  provide  first-rate 
accomodations  for  the  home  and  visit- 
ing football  squads  on  game  day,  and 
will  also  serve  as  headquarters  for  Le- 
high's women's  sports  programs.  In- 
cluded will  be  offices,  locker-rooms, 
equipment  rooms  and  an  athletic  train- 
ing facility. 

Among  the  advantages  offered  by 
the  new  field  house  will  be  a  press  con- 
ference room  where  members  of  the 
media  can  meet  the  coaches  and  the 
players.

Rauch  Business  Center

Five  million  dollars  were  donated  by 
Philip  Rauch,  Class  of  '33,  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  building  for  Lehigh's 
College  of  Business  and  Economics. 
The  structure  will  be  situated  on  the 
site  of  the  former  Taylor  Stadium. 

This  new  facility  will  be  named  the 
Rauch  Business  Center  in  honor  of 
Rauch,  and  is  expected  to  be  complet- 
ed in  the  fall  of  1990.  It  will  serve  as  the 
new  headquarters  for  Lehigh's  business 
college,  taking  the  place  of  Drown  Me- 
morial Hall. 

Richard  Barseness,  dean  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Business  and  Economics,  has 
called  Rauch's  gift  "a  major  step  toward 
meeting  the  growing  needs  of  our  col- 
lege. Our  business  programs  are  gain- 
ing national  recognition  in  many  areas, 
and  this  building  will  provide  an  appro- 
priate home  and  tangible  image  for  our 
well-earned  identity." 

The  site  for  the  new  building  was 
chosen  by  a  space-planning  committee 
after  subjectively  weighing  all  of  the 
possible  sites.  Drown  is  full  of  faculty 
offices,  but  there  are  virtually  "no  class- 
rooms left,"  according  to  Barseness. 

The  Rauch  Business  Center  will  allow 
all  of  the  faculty  of  the  college  and 
classrooms  for  most  business  courses  to 
be  together  in  one  place.  The  new 
complex  will  cover  105,000  square  feet 
of  space.  The  executive  tower  will  hold 
administrative  and  faculty  offices,  and 
the  four-story  middle  section  will  have 
high  quality  classroom  space  and  aca- 


demic centers. 

The  other  end  of  the  complex  will  be 
the  home  of  the  executive  develop- 
ment section,  where  there  will  be  for 
the  first  time  "Professional  Education 
Programs"  for  professional  managers  in 
areas  such  as  tax  services.  This  section 
will  "allow  for  greater  communication 
among  faculty,  students,  and  business 
professionals,"  Barseness  said,  provid- 
ing Lehigh  with  improved  programs, 
which  "every  university  ought  to 
have." 

Rauch's  gift  will  help  to  cover  the 
$15.5  million  cost  of  tearing  down  Tay- 
lor Stadium  and  constructing  the  new 
business  center.  There  are  also  future 
plans  to  fill  the  six-and-a-half  acre 
space  with  a  performing  arts  center  and 
multi-level  parking  facilities. 

Rauch's  name  already  appears  on  the 
Philip  Rauch  Field  House  and  the 
Rauch  Center  for  Business  Communi- 
cations. He  is  director  and  retired 
chairman  of  the  Baord  of  Parker  Hamil- 
ton Corporation  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  as 
well  as  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  the 
Eye  Institute  in  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
the  nation's  largest  research  laboratory 
concerned  with  the  study  of  the  eye 
and  sight-threateneing  diseases. 

Lehigh's  proposed  performing  arts 
center  may  also  be  situated  on  the  site 
of  the  former  Taylor  Stadium.  The  cen- 
ter is  undergoing  serious  planning,  al- 
though final  plans  are  not  yet  definite, 
according  to  Augustine  Ripa,  Jr.,  head 


of  the  speech  and  theater  department. 
Plans  for  the  proposed  center  include 
lab  and  office  space  for  the  music  and 
theater  departments.  Currently  these 
departments  utilize  rooms  in  several 
buildings  including  Chandler-Ullmann 
and  Lamberton  Halls. 

The  plans  also  allow  space  for  two  full 
theaters.  One  theater  would  seat  be- 
tween 800-1,000  and  a  smaller  theater 
approximately  300.  The  larger  theater 
would  be  acoustically  suitable  for  music 
events. 

In  addition  to  the  theaters,  there  will 
probably  be  an  art  exposition  area. 
"The  entire  departments  of  music  and 
theater  would  be  relocated  into  the 
building  instead  of  being  all  spread  out 
as  they  are  currently,"  Ripa  said,  "it 
would  not  be  simply  a  lab  space  for  arts 
students.  It  would  enhance  the  percep- 
tion of  Lehigh  as  an  institution.  The  ad- 
ministration is  very  serious  and  serious 
planning  has  been  undertaken." 

A  theatrical  consultant  was  hired 
more  than  a  year  ago  to  program  the 
internal  needs  of  the  building — "A  de- 
sign for  the  guts — from  the  inside  out," 
said  Ripa.  An  architect  will  be  shortly 
recommended  for  the  structure,  and 
the  board  of  trustees  has  named  a  lead- 
er of  the  fund-raising  campaign  that 
will  start  when  the  project  has  begun. 
This  represents  very  serious  planning  in 
key  areas.

Mountain  Top  Campus 


The  Mountaintop  Campus  was  offi- 
cially opened  in  a  traditional  ribbon- 
cutting  ceremony  attended  by  Penn- 
sylvania Governor  Robert  Casey, 
Lehigh  President  Peter  Likins,  the  may- 
ors of  Bethlehem  and  Heilertown,  and 
Representative  Don  Ritter. 

Lehigh  acquired  the  mountaintop 
campus  in  December,  1986,  from  Beth- 
lehem Steel  Corporation  for  $18.75 
million.  The  742-acre  addition  nearly 
doubled  the  total  property  owned  by 
Lehigh  to  1,600  acres.  The  complex  in- 
cludes five  research  buildings,  which 
presently  house  the  ATLSS  center,  a 
bioprocesses  lab,  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion, the  chemical  engineering  depart- 
ment, the  lacocca  Institute,  and  the 
Ben  Franklin  Technical  Center. 

The  ATLSS,  or  Advanced  Technology 
for  Large  Structural  Systems  will  be  a 
superstructure    designed    for    various 


testings.  It  will  be  the  largest  such  facili- 
ty in  the  world,  being  so  big  that  two 
stories  of  a  skyscraper  could  be  con- 
structed and  tested  within  ATLSS's 
walls. 

The  Pennsylvania  government  pro- 
vided $10  million  in  grants  to  help  with 
the  cost  of  purchase  of  the  property.  In 
addition,  the  state  annually  allocates 
money  to  Lehigh  through  the  Ben 
Franklin  Partnership  to  allow  for  re- 
search projects  designed  to  benefit 
Pennsylvania's  economy  through  the 
commercialization  of  advanced 
technologies. 

This  most  recent  land  acquisition  will 
probably  be  the  last  major  expansion 
for  Lehigh,  although  further  develop- 
ment will  occur  within  the  1,600  acres. 
Constant  academic,  physical  and  fiscal 
needs  will  call  for  perpetual  planning 
and  improvement.

Air  Force  ROTC 


Air  Force  ROTC  Detachment  715  is 
housed  in  Grace  Hall  together  with  an 
Army  ROTC  unit.  Within  the  universi- 
ty, the  Department  of  Aerospace  Stud- 
ies is  a  seperate  academic  department 
organizationally  under  the  supervision 
of  the  University  Provost  who  serves  as 
military  coordinator. 

The  enrollment  in  AFROTC  for  the 
1987-1988  academic  year  totalled  100 
cadets  with  63  students  in  the  program 
on  AFROTC  scholarships.  Cadets  major 
in  virtually  every  curriculum,  but  the 
majority  are  engineering  majors.  Wom- 
en comprise  approximately  14  percent 
of  the  cadet  corps  and  minorities  make 


up    approximately    3    percent    of    the 
corps. 

Each  academic  year  the  cadet  corps  is 
involved  in  many  projects.  In  the  Fall, 
receptions  are  held  for  both  Parents 
Weekends.  With  November  comes  the 
annual  AFROTC  Veteran's  Day  Flag 
Raising  Ceremony  at  the  University 
Center  flagpole.  The  December  Din- 
ing-ln  and  the  April  Dining-Out  are 
major  events  where  the  entire  cadet 
corps  gathers  for  a  formal  banquet  in 
the  best  of  the  military  tradition.

This  past  year  the  cadets  held  their 
Second  Annual  Run  For  Freedom  to  re- 
member American  POW/MIAs.  Open 
to  all  members  of  the  university  and  to 
the  local  community,  over  75  runners 
covered  the  2  'A  mile  course  through- 
out the  24-hour  run.  Each  runner  car- 
ried a  POW/MIA  flag  in  honor  of  the 
over  2400  missing  Americans.  The 
corps  is  proud  to  have  established  this 
annual  event  at  Lehigh  and  to  keep 
alive  the  memory  of  those  still  missing. 

The  corps  has  been  changing  since 
the  conclusion  of  the  past  academic 
year.  Physical  fitness  programs  are  fully 
integrated  into  the  cadets'  schedules 
and  the  corps  has  tackled  Leadership 
Laboratory  with  a  renewed  enthusiasm. 
Communication  and  cooperation  with 
the  Army  ROTC  unit  is  more  extensive 
than  before.  Standards  of  appearance, 
bearing,  and  performance  of  duties 
continue  to  follow  a  rising  trend.  These 
elevated  standards  have  resulted  in  a 
steady  rise  in  quality,  performance  and 
espirit  de  corps. 


The  Military  Science  Department 
conducts  the  Army  Reserve  Officers' 
Training  Corps  program  at  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity. The  Army  ROTC  program, 
which  was  established  at  Lehigh  m 
1919,  offers  a  means  for  students  to  re- 
ceive commissions  as  officers  in  the 
United  States  Army.  The  ROTC  pro- 
gram, established  across  the  country, 
was  begun  in  large  part  as  a  result  of  the 
efforts  of  Lehigh  President  Flenry 
Drinker.

The  Geology  Department  has  under- 
gone a  host  of  changes  in  the  past  few 
years.

The  Physics  Department  is  located  in 
the  recently  completed  Fairchild  Cen- 
ter for  the  Physical  Sciences.  This  com- 
plex includes  the  Sherman  Fairchild 
Laboratory  for  Solid-State  Studies,  the 
renovated  five  story  Physics  Building, 
and  a  major  wing  which  connects  these 


two  buildings  and  houses  research  and 
teaching  space. 

The  faculty  consists  of  19  full-time 
professors  and  there  are  currently  54 
full  time  graduate  students  and  about 
35  undergradute  physics  majors.

Finance 


The  subject  of  finance  is  concerned 
with  the  transfer  of  funds  from  savers 
to  users  and  the  allocation  of  funds 
within  an  enterprise  among  competing 
demands  for  the  funds.  Attention  is 
also  focused  on  the  institutions  and  in- 
struments necessary  to  facilitate  this 
transfer  of  funds.  Hence,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  offers  courses  and  un- 
dertakes research  in  the  areas  of  Busi- 
ness Finance,  Investments,  Security 
Analysis,  Portfolio  Management,  Finan- 
cial Flows  and  Markets,  Bank  Manage- 
ment, Financial  Futures  and  Options, 
and  International  Financial  Manage- 
ment. In  this  way  it  has  been  able  to 
prepare  students  for  attractive  careers 
in  the  finance  function  of  industrial 
firms,  brokerage  houses,  banks  and 
other  financial  intermediaries,  invest- 
ment banking,  financial  analysis,  institu- 
tional investors,  and  national  and  inter- 
national capital  markets. 

The  Finance  Department  welcomes  a 
new  faculty  member  this  year  with  the 
arrival  of  Phil  Sisneros.  Undergraduate 
enrollment  in  finance  continues  to  rise, 
setting  a  record  for  the  third  consecu- 
tive year.

This  is  the  last  year  in  which  the  De- 
partment of  Chemical  Engineering  will 
be  housed  primarily  in  Whitaker  Lab- 
oratory. Whitaker  was  built  in  1962-65 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Chemical  En- 
gineering and  the  Metallurgical  Engi- 
neering Departments.  Since  then  both 
departments  have  grown.  In  Chemical 
Engineering  the  faculty  has  grown  by  a 
factor  of  three:  and  the  research  con- 
tracting activity  by  a  factor  of  ten.  Thus, 
we  have  outgrown  what  has  been  a 
very  convenient  and  comfortable 
home. 


By  the  Fall  of  1988  most  faculty  of- 
fices and  graduate  research  activites 
will  have  moved  to  Building  A  of  the 
Mountaintop  Campus.  Our  undergrad- 
uate laboratory  will  remain  in  Whitaker, 
and  we  will  retain  a  few  faculty  offices 
there  to  facilitate  contact  with  our  un- 
dergraduate students.  Classes  for  un- 
dergraduates will  be  taught  on  the  low- 
er campus. 

As  we  consider  how  best  to  serve  our 
undergraduates  from  the  Mountaintop 
site,  there  are  several  possibilities.  First, 
we  will  be  using  the  Computer  Net- 
work and  the  excellent  Mountaintop 
Bus  Service.  Second,  we  expect  our 
students  to  do  likewise.  We  will  have 
fine  student  spaces  for  meetings  and 
study,  an  excellent  library  tailored  to 


our  needs,  and  a  quality  cafeteria  at 
hand.  300-level  classes  may  be  meeting 
in  Building  A.  Seminars  and  meetings 
will  routinely  be  held  on  the  Moun- 
taintop. Finally,  we  expect  that  classes 
and  activities  for  undergraduates  will 
follow  us  to  the  top  of  the  mountain. 
Initially,  there  will  be  a  few  classes  in 
chemistry,  biology  and  chemical  engi- 
neering. Later,  we  will  move  our  un- 
dergraduate laboratory,  abandon  our 
remaining  offices  in  Whitaker,  and  hold 
all  of  our  activities  on  the  new  campus.

This  year  has  been  one  of  transition, 
change,  and  excitment  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Materials  Science  and  Engi- 
neering. On  July  1, 1987,  the  past  chair- 
man of  the  department,  Professor 
David  A.  Thomas,  became  the  Dean  of 
Graduate  Studies  at  Lehigh  and  Profes- 
sor Richard  W.  Hertzberg  became  the 
new  chairman  of  the  department. 
However,  Professor  Hertzberg  was  on 
sabbatical  leave  for  the  1987-1988  aca- 
demic year  so  Professor  S.  Kenneth 
Tarby  served  as  acting  chairman.  Pro- 
fessor Tarby  will  beome  Associate 
Chairman  of  the  department  upon  Pro- 
fessor Hertzberg's  return  in  July,  1988. 

A  number  of  faculty  were  on  leave 
this  year  doing  a  variety  of  things  in 
many  different  places.  Professor  Hertz- 
berg has  been  working  and  lecturing  in 
Switzerland,  England,  Australia,  and 
China.  Professor  Alan  W.  Pense,  Asso- 


ciate Dean  of  the  College  of  Engineer- 
ing and  Applied  Sciences  and  a  mem- 
ber of  this  department,  has  been 
visiting  professor  this  year  in  Lousanne, 
Switzerland.  Professor  Martin  P.  Harm- 
er  was  on  sabbatical  in  Melbourne, 
Australia.  We  also  want  to  note  the  re- 
turn of  Professor  Helen  Chan  this  past 
spring  from  her  leave  of  absence  at  the 
National  Bureau  of  Standards  in 
Maryland. 

On  the  research  front  there  are  some 
very  exciting  developments  which 
have  taken  place.  The  ceramics  pro- 
gram continues  to  grow  and  mature. 
The  new  involvement  of  our  faculty  in 
this  group  has  been  in  the  area  of  su- 
perconductivity. Lehigh  researchers 
have  duplicated  a  ceramic  compound 
which  is  a  superconducting  material  at 
92  degrees  K.  The  compound  is  com- 
posed of  yttrium,  barium,  copper,  and 
oxygen.  Professors  Donald  M.  Smyth 
and  Martin  P.  Harmer,  along  with  Pro- 
fessor Himanshu  Jain,  have  created  a 
consortium  of  industrial  and  govern- 
ment organizations  to  study  supercon- 
ducting materials.  Another  exciting  de- 


velopment withing  the  department  has 
been  the  addition  of  an  extremely 
powerful  $1.3-million  Philips  EM430 
advanced  analytical  electron  micro- 
scope. Professors  David.  B.  Williams, 
Charles  E.  Lyman,  Joseph  I.  Goldstein, 
and  Martin  P.  Harmer  are  responsible 
for  obtaining  this  important  research 
equipment. 

At  the  undergraduate  level,  this  has 
been  a  good  year  for  our  students  in 
receiving  scholarships  in  recognition  of 
high  scholastic  achievements.  Terry 
Hahn  ('88)  received  an  ASM  Interna- 
tional scholarship,  one  of  32  awarded 
nationally.  James  Heilman  ('88)  has  won 
the  Alcoa  scholarship  and  a  scholarship 
from  the  Lehigh  Valley  Chapter  of  ASM 
International.  Carpenter  Technology 
Scholarships  have  also  been  awarded  to 
Terry  Hahn  ('88),  Gary  Chin  ('88),  John 
Slanski  ('88),  Ann  Bolcavage  ('89),  and 
Sarah  Hayward  ('89).  An  innovative  ap- 
proach to  teaching  our  introductory 
materials  course  (Mat.  63)  was  launched 
in  the  spring  semester.  A  new  materials 
course  for  freshmen  is  planned  for  next 
year.

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The  1987  Lehigh  Football  season 
will  be  remebered  as  the  one  that 
could  have  been  great  but  ended  only 
mediocre.  Only  nine  points  seperated 
this  year's  Brown  and  White  team 
from  going  down  in  Lehigh's  football 
history  as  one  of  the  best.  With  a  few 
breaks  here  or  there,  the  Engineers 
could  have  posted  a  10-1  record;  in- 
stead, last  second  field  goals  and 
touchdowns  by  opponents  made  Le- 
high settle  for  another  average  season 
(5-5-1). 

The  Engineers  opened  the  '87  sea- 
son with  a  high  scoring  victory  over 
Colonial  League  opponent,  Davidson, 
47-0.  This  victory  was  highlighted  by 
four  Lee  Blum  touchdowns  and  a  su- 
perior all-around  defensive  effort.  Jim 
Watson,  a  freshman  wide  receiver 
made  his  first  appearance  in  a  Lehigh 
uniform  a  memorable  one  as  he 
hauled  in  two  touchdowns  recep- 
tions. It  gave  a  great  start  to  Taylor 
Stadium's  74th  and  final  season. 

The  second  game  of  the  season  will 
be  remembered  by  those  associated 
with  Lehigh  football  as  one  of  the 
greatest  wins  ever.  Lehigh  handily  de- 
feated the  Naval  Acedemy,  24-9,  be- 
fore a  sellout  crowd  at  their  home- 
coming. Junior  receiver,  John 
Gorman,  caught  two  touchdowns 
passes  in  the  contest,  one  from  junior 
quarterback,  Mark  McGowan  in  the 
first  quarter  and  one  from  Lee  Blum  in 


the  second  quarter  on  a  halfback  op- 
tion pass.  McGowan  completed  17  of 
25  passes  for  195  yards  and  one  touch- 
down while  Blum  rushed  126  yards  on 
25  carries.  Senior  co-captain  and  line- 
backer, Kevin  Rife  and  senior  defen- 
sive back  Clifton  Hubbard  led  the  te- 
nacious defensive  attack.  This  was  the 
first  time  we  beat  Navy  in  75  years. 

Suddenly,  Lehigh  was  off  to  its  fast- 
est start  in  years.  Lehigh  was  (2-0)  and 
tied   for   first   place   in   the   Colonial 
League    going    into    its    third    game 
against  Holy  Cross.  Unfortunately  nei- 
ther   the    offense    nor    the    defense 
showed  up  ready  to  play.  As  a  result, 
Lehigh  suffered  an  embarassing  63-6 
defeat. 
The  following  week,  the  gridders 
slipped  once  again  by  losing  a  barn- 
burner   28-27    against    William    and 
Mary.  Freak  plays  and  overall  bad  luck 
doomed  Lehigh  in  this  game,  as  they 
dominated  the  tribe  of  William  and 
Mary  in  every  aspect  of  the  game  ex- 
cept the  score.  The  offense  had  its 
most  productive  day  of  the  season,  as 
it  emassed  over  500  yards  of  total  of- 
fense. This  defeat  set  Lehigh  back  to  a 
2-2  record  and  unfortunately,  proved 
to  be  a  more  frustrating  loss  than  the 
Holy  Cross  thrashing. 

Lehigh  faced  yet  another  tough  op- 
ponent next  .  .  .  Colgate.  Even  after 
suffering  two  devestating  defeats  back 
to  back,  the  Engineers  were  able  to 


regroup  and  bounce  back  to  defeat 
the  Red  Raiders  7-6  at  Colgate.  This 
victory  was  accomplished  by  a  pheno- 
minal  defensive  effort  on  Lehigh's 
part.  The  only  scoring  that  Lehigh 
could  manage  was  a  twelve  yard  pass 
to  junior  fullback  Rich  Curtis.  Jeff 
Bronico,  Chris  Hite,  Don  Ferrell,  Greg 
Wolfson,  and  Rife  all  had  an  outstand- 
ing defensive  game.  Lehigh  improved 
its  record  to  3-2  and  maintained  its 
second  place  standing  in  the  Colonial 
League.  The  only  disappointment  in 
the  game  was  that  Pete  Pawlenko,  a 
major  link  in  the  Lehigh  defensive 
line,  was  lost  for  the  season  when  he 
broke  his  leg.  However  his  efforts  in 
the  previous  games  were  enough  for 
him  to  be  honored  on  the  first  team 
Colonial  League  team. 

Lehigh's  next  game  was  against 
Princeton  in  New  Jersey.  This  was 
probably  the  most  frustrating  loss  of 
the  season  (16-15),  as  a  last  second 
fieldgoal  left  Lehigh  dumbfounded. 
The  Brown  and  White  squad  was 
heavily  favored  going  into  the  contest 
but  the  offense  was  unable  to  put 
enough  points  on  the  board  for  a 
victory. 

Taylor  Stadium  was  packed  for  the 
Delaware  game  the  following  week. 
Crowds  came  to  see  one  of  the  great- 
est rivalries  in  the  east  play  each  other 
for  the  last  time.  Lehigh  jumped  out 
to  a  quick  24-14  lead  only  to  have  It

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narrowed  to  24-21  by  halftime. 
McGowan  threw  for  two  first  half 
touchdowns,  one  to  Curtis  and  another 
to  Blum.  Blum  then  added  another, 
along  with  a  field  goal  from  senior  Mike 
Beattie.  Finally  it  looked  as  if  both  the 
Lehigh  offense  and  defense  were  on 
the  same  page  .  .  .  However,  during  the 
first  series  on  offense,  Lehigh's  star  ju- 
nior running  bark,  Lee  Blum,  suffered  a 
season  ending  knee  injury.  Before  his 
injury  he  was  the  nation's  division  l-AA 
leading  all  purpose  yardage  gainer.  De- 
spite a  hard  fought  second  half,  espe- 
cially by  the  defense,  Lehigh  could  not 
hold  on  to  their  lead  as  they  lost  28-24. 
Wolfson,  Lehigh's  junior  strong  safety 
played  an  outstanding  game,  as  he  led 
the  defense  with  12  tackles. 

A  high  powered  passing  attack,  ex- 
ceptional running  by  senior  Paul  Sims, 
and  a  stubborn  defensive  performance 
got  Lehigh  back  on  track  as  the  Engi- 
neers defeated  Columbia  26-10.  Sims 
rushed  for  153  yards  on  21  carries  and 
scored  once.  McGowan  completed  21 
of  33  passes  for  268  yards  and  scored 
twice  (one  throwing  and  once  rushing) 
including  a  57  yard  touchdown  pass  to 
Brian  Hickman.  Seniors,  Steve  Banco 
and  Mike  Burke,  led  the  defensive  at- 
tack for  the  game. 


Lehigh  returned  to  Taylor  Stadium  to 
face  Brown  University  with  an  even  4-4 
record  only  to  lose  10-7  before  a  Par- 
ent's Weekend  crowd  on  yet  another 
last  second  field  goal. 

Lehigh  traveled  to  Lewisburg  to  play 
the  Bucknell  Bisons  next.  Sims  and 
McGowan  each  rushed  for  one  touch- 
down and  wide  receiver  Rob  Verano 
caught  a  49  yard  touchdown  pass  from 
McGowan  to  tie  the  score  at  21  in  the 
fourth  quarter.  Glen  Comisac  inter- 
cepted a  Bucknell  go-ahead  scoring 
pass  and  returned  it  78  yards  to  set  up 
an  Engineer  score.  Neither  team  could 
come  up  with  a  scoring  drive  to  break 
the  21-21  tie  so  that  is  how  the  game 
ended.  Wolfson  and  Rife  led  the  Le- 
high defense  with  13  and  9  tackles 
respectively. 

The  123rd  Lehigh-Lafayette  game 
will  be  one  that  will  always  be  remem- 
bered for  many  reasons.  First  of  all,  it 
was  the  last  game  that  will  ever  be 
played  in  Taylor  Stadium.  Secondly,  it 
was  played  on  a  bitter  cold  and  windy 
day  of  17  degrees.  The  outcome  of  the 
game  hopefully  broke  the  fourth  quar- 
ter jinx  that  hovered  over  the  Engi- 
neers all  season  long,  forever.  Lehigh 
won  the  game  17-10,  evening  its  record 
at  5-5-1,  but  more  importantly,  clinch- 


ing second  place  in  the  newly  formed 
Colonial  League. 

Tom  Marron  caught  his  first  touch- 
down pass  of  the  season  on  a  fourth 
and  one  in  the  first  quarter  to  get  the 
scoring  started.  Mike  Beattie  added  a 
field  goal  to  take  a  9-7  halftime  lead.  In 
the  fourth  quarter,  Lafayette  took  the 
lead  10-9  and  the  script  was  written  for 
another  frustrating  Lehigh  loss.  Howev- 
er, the  Engineers  drove  over  65  yards  to 
take  the  lead  on  a  McGowan  touch- 
down with  only  five  minutes  remain- 
ing. Lehigh  went  for  two  points  and 
converted  it  as  Sims  caught  a  swing 
pass.  This  closed  out  the  scoring  and 
gave  the  Engineers  a  17-10  victory. 
Rife,  Banco,  and  Anthony  Mirando  led 
the  defensive  surge  as  they  stuffed  the 
Leopards  all  day  long.  Turnovers 
plagued  the  Leopards  as  Wolfson  and 
Banco  intercepted  Lafayette  passes. 
Rich  Curtis  led  the  Lehigh  rushing  at- 
tack and  played  an  over-all  outstanding 
game.  McGowan  was  voted  the  game's 
MVP  by  the  media  for  his  performance. 

Lehigh  will  have  an  experienced 
squad  returning  next  year  and  hopes  to 
dominate  the  Colonial  League  next 
year.

Lehigh's  soccer  team  tied  the  re- 
cord for  Lehigh's  highest  number  of 
wins  and  captured  the  only  winning 
record  since  1978.  An  overall  im- 
pressive final  record  of  11-6-1  was 
dedicated  to  Jeff  Remley,  a  former 
Engineer  player  who  died  in  a  car 
accident  the  previous  summer. 

Despite  six  losses,  highlights  of  the 
season  proved  Lehigh  to  be  a  cham- 
pionship team.  The  Brown  and 
White  upset  Rutgers,  who  had  previ- 
ously been  undefeated  and  ranked 
5th  in  the  nation  for  NCAA  Division 
I.  Tri  Captain,  Eric  Sejourne's  shutout 
for  this  spectacuir  game  earned  him 
the  ECC  Player  of  the  Week  title. 

Tri-captain  Eric  Frary  was  also 
named  ECC  Player  of  the  Week, 
when  he  scored  three  times  against 
Delaware.  Frary  played  excellently 
and  scored  consistantly  through  out 
the  season,  again  scoring  three  times 
in  one  game,  against  West  Chester. 
Frary  scored  12  goals  for  28  points 
this  season.  Chris  Cameron,  Gary 
Klein,  and  freshman  Henry  Cence 
were  all  high  scorers  for  the  team. 

This  was  tri-captain  Pete  Martin, 
Leon  Kassabian  and  Sejourne's  last 
season  with  the  Engineers.  Sejourne 
was  a  dedicated  and  powerful  defen- 
sive player,  who  made  many  difficult 
saves  through  out  the  season.  He 
stopped  109  shots  for  a  final  save 
percentage  of  .838.  In  18  games,  Se- 
journe managed  seven  shutouts.

Lehigh's  wrestling  team  finished  its 
dual-meet  season  with  a  tough  loss  to 
10th  ranked  Edinboro,  26-11,  dropping 
its  record  to  5-11.  Despite  the  teams 
disappointing  record,  they  went  into 
the  Eastern  Intercollegiate  Wrestling 
Association  Championships  confident- 
ly. The  Engineers  came  home  from  the 
EIWA's  in  Syracues  with  nine  place 
winners,  as  well  as  first  place  in  team 
standings.  Impressively  the  Engineers 
had  the  team  title  wrapped  up  even 
before  going  into  the  finals. 

Senior  Tom  Toggas  became  the  10th 
Lehigh  wrestler  to  have  won  three 
ElVVA  crowns,  which  led  to  his  being 
awarded  the  John  Fletcher  Memorial 
Trophy.  Winning  the  177-lb  title  for 
the  second  time  was  senior  co-captain 
Eyvind  Boyesen.  Lehigh's  sophmore 
John  Epperly  soundly  beat  Paul  Kuznik 
of  Army,  11-3,  to  obtain  the  126-Ibs 
title.  Other  place  winners  were  senior 
co-captain  Jim  Frick,  who  was  runner 
up  at  134-lbs  and  freshman  Matt  Rup- 
pel,  who  placed  third  at  190  lbs.  Ruppel 
was  awarded  the  EIWA  Coaches  Associ- 
ation's Outstanding  Freshman  Wrestler 
Award  for  his  outstanding  performance 
all  season.  Also  placing  third  for  Lehigh 
was  senior  Steve  Vetsch  at  unlimited. 

On  entering  the  58th  NCAA  Wres- 
tling Championship,  Lehigh  placed  one 
All-American  among  its  six  competi- 
tors. John  Epperly  took  eighth  place  at 
125  lbs,  winning  three  matches  and  los- 
ing three.

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Men's  Basketball 
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It  was  an  exciting  season  for  Lehigh's 
basketball  team,  as  the  Brown  and 
White  earned  their  second  trip  to  the 
NCAA  tournament.  Ending  their  season 
with  an  impressive  21-10  record,  the 
team  was  8-6  in  the  East  Coast 
Conference. 

The  team  started   1988  off  with  an 


eight  game  winning  streak,  and  would 
later  beat  Towson  State  in  their  last 
home  game  of  the  season.  In  their  first 
game  of  the  ECC  tournament,  Lehigh 
would  defeat  Bucknell  83-79.  The  Engi- 
neers would  next  have  to  face  Lafayette 
to  get  to  the  ECC  tournament  finals. 
After  losing  to  Lafayette  twice  during 


the  season,  the  Brown  and  White 
were  able  to  successfully  overtake 
the  Leopards  in  a  close  match  of  67- 
65.  Beating  Towson  State  for  the 
third  time,  in  front  of  a  crowd  of 
4,271,  the  Engineers  captured  the 
ECC  tournament  championship.  Co- 
captains  Darren  Queenan  and  Mike 
Polaha  were  placed  in  the  all-tourny 
team,  while  Polaha  recieved  his  sec- 
ond tournament  MVP  trophy. 

In  the  first  rounds  of  the  NCAA 
tournament  Lehigh,  seated  only 
64th,  played  Temple  University, 
ranked  first  in  country,  at  the  Hart- 
ford Civic  Center.  Lehigh  played  an 
emotional  and  intense  game  but 
came  up  short  against  the  powerful 
Temple  team,  losing  87-73.  One  of 
Lehigh's  most  potent  players  was 
sophmore  Scott  Layer.  Untimidated 
by  the  Owls,  he  scored  four  three- 
point  field  goals.  Polaha  was  Lehigh's 
high  scorer  with  27  points  and  8  re- 
bounds. Queenan  and  senior,  Bill 
Cheslock  both  scored  many  points 
in  the  game. 

Next  years  engineers  will  have  a 
rough  season  having  said  farewell  to 
5  seniors,  each  who  started  for  the 
team.  Foward  Darren  Queenan, 
guard  Mike  Polaha,  guard  Bruce 
Breder,  foward  Tim  Russell  and  cen- 
ter Bill  Cheslock  will  be  graduating 
and  no  doubt  missed  by  all  those  in- 
volved in  Lehigh  basketball. 
Queenan,  the  most  successful,  holds 
virtually  every  Lehigh  scoring  re- 
cord. He  has  2570  points  and  977 
rebounds  in  113  career  games.  Po- 
laha and  Cheslock  both  scored  at- 
least  1000  points  each  and  Russell 
was  also  a  high  scorer  with  over  500 
points.  Along  with  the  intense  play- 
ing of  Breder,  the  five  made  up  a 
strong  and  tough  to  beat  squad.

The  "real"  world.  That's  what  many 
Lehigh  students  living  off-campus  get  a 
taste  of  before  they  actually  jump  into 
it.  The  switch  from  dorm  life  to  off- 
campus  housing  involves  both  positive 
and  negative  aspects  which  must  be 
considered  before  the  move  is  made. 

The  most  positive  aspect  which  influ- 
ences the  move  is  privacy.  Usually  a 
group  of  four  or  five  students  share  a  3- 
story  house.  The  students  then  get  a 
chance  to  interact  with  their  house- 
mates and  still  have  the  privacy  of  their 
own  room.  The  study  atmosphere  is 
also  a  big  factor.  Most  off-campus  stu- 
dents recognize  that  a  house  is  much 
quieter  than  a  dorm  hall. 


And  then  there  is  the  aspect  of 
meals.  These  students  have  the  choice 
of  staying  on  the  meal  plan  and/or 
cooking  for  themselves.  They  usually 
choose  a  combination  of  the  two  which 
gives  them  a  chance  to  experience 
buying  and  cooking  some  of  their  own 
meals  while  not  having  to  rely  on  this 
all  the  time. 

Of  course,  getting  a  taste  of  the 
"real"  world  means  greater  responsibil- 
ities. Along  with  the  absence  of  maids 
and  gryphons,  comes  a  devastating  new 
fill-in:  BILLS.  It's  hard  to  imagine  just 
how  much  those  gas,  electric,  and  wa- 
ter bills  can  add  up  to,  but  off-campus 
students  quickly  learn.  The  somewhat 


painful  experience  of  budgeting  mon- 
ey, paying  ail  those  bills,  and  maintain- 
ing an  entire  house  is  slowly  gained 
throughout  the  semester. 

Another  aspect  which  is  sometimes  a 
disadvantage  is  that  these  students  are 
somewhat  separated  from  the  universi- 
ty. Informational  notices  and  party 
signs  posted  in  most  dorms  are  often 
unseen  by  those  living  off  campus. 

Yet  despite  the  negative  aspects,  liv- 
ing off-campus  is  an  overall  great  learn- 
ing experience  which  leaves  the  stu- 
dents with  many  good  memories  and  a 
small  but  worthwhile  taste  of  the  "real" 
world.

"I  love  positive  thinking,"  Donald 
Trump  told  1,126  graduates  at  the  120th 
Commencement  Exercises  held  on  June  5, 
1988,  "but  it  can  only  get  you  in  trouble  to 
a  large  extent. 

"I  believe  very  strongly  in  both  the  pow- 
er of  positive  thinking  and  the  power  of 
negative  thinking,"  Trump  said.  "[But] 
without  negative  thinking  you  are  going  to 
get  yourselves  in  trouble.  You  always  want 
to  be  optimistic,  you  always  want  to  be 
positive.  .  .  [But]  you've  got  to  be  aware  of 
the  downside.  You've  got  to  think  nega- 
tive. And  when  you  think  negative  you 
have  to  think  in  the  terms  of  drugs,  be- 
cause they're  out  there,  and  you  have  to 
think  in  terms  of  alcohol  and  what  it  can 
do  to  people." 

Trump  went  on  to  warn  the  graduates  of 
the  many  obstacles  out  there  in  the  'real 
world'.  "This  hasn't  been  the  real  world," 
Trump  explained,  "this  has  been  a  shel- 


tered world.  This  has  been  a  beautiful 
world.  But  the  real  world  is  something 
different. 

"Our  country  is  very  weak  right  now.  I 
think  our  country  is  not  respected,  and,  in 
fact,  I  think  it  is  being  laughed  at  by  a  lot 
of  the  people  that  we  are  .  .  .  calling 
friends,"  Trump  said.  "[But]  believe  it  or 
not,  this  is  a  message  of  hope.  You  are 
starting  off  at  what  I  consider  low,  but 
there  is  a  lot  of  room  to  move.  If  you  start 
low  you  are  going  to  go  up." 

Trump  urged  the  graduates  to  "go  out, 
and  as  Lee  lacocca  said  .  .  .  'get  angry'. 
You  have  to  go  forward  and  you  have  to 
push  —  and  push  hard.  But  you  have  to 
know  the  negative,  and  you  don't  want  to 
push  into  that  negative,"  Trump  said, 
"You  want  to  stay  away  from  those 
obstacles."

The  paper  used  is  primarily  #80 
Gloss  with  black  ink.  Color  pages 
used  #110  Kromkote  paper. 
Cover:  The  cover,  made  of  a  Pearl 
Fabrikoid  material  with  a  copper  foil 
logo,  was  silkscreened  with  tan  and 
brown  paints.  A  Mission  Grain  was 
embossed  on  the  front  and  back 
cover.  The  artwork  on  the  front  lid 
was  designed  by   The  Epitome  staff 


and  drawn  by  Jostens. 
Headlines  and  Copy:  Optima  type- 
face was  used  for  the  majority  of  the 
book  except  for  the  senior  section 
which  used  Times  Roman  (regular, 
bold  and  italic).  Body  copy  was  set  in 
10  point  while  captions  were  set  in  8 
point.  Headline  size  varied  through- 
out the  book.
